Twould say, with creat pleasure, that our 
hristian friends of different denominations 
have manifested a lovely spirit. ‘They came 
in not to envy our prosper.ty, but to weep with 
us, to labour with us, and to rejoice with us.— 
We have been often affected to tears, to see 
how much our meetings resemble what we sup- 
pose isthe love, union and joy of heaven.
